REMARKS 

Claims 1-3, 5-7 and 19-29 are pending in this application. By this amendment, claim 4 
has been canceled, claims 1 and 5 have been amended and new claims 19-29 have been added. 
Reconsideration in view of the above amendments and the following remarks is respectfully 
requested. No new matter is beUeved added. 

The Office has rejected claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. §1 12, &st paragraph, as allegedly 
containing subject matter which was not described in the Specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art ... to make and/or use the invention. Specifically, the Office is contending 
that the terai "shaft" ofclaim 1 means to transmit power and motion by rotation, in contrast to 
the Specification in which the tear bar is describe(t:as not rotating. Applicants have clarified the 
claim by replacing the term "shaft" with "member." Accordingly, withdrawal of this rejection is 
respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) as being anticipated by Saito et al. 
Applicants thank the Examiner for the courtesies extended to their representative during the 
telephone interview of October 10, 2000. During the^interview it was agreed that: (1) the feature 
of the tear bar being formed firom an integrally formed member having a substantially semi- 
circular lateral cross-section is not necessary for patentabilitj^, (2) the cited art fails to teach a 
tear bar that remains in a fixed position during the feeding and separation of the strip of media; 
and (3) claims 4-7 are allowable. Applicants have revised claim 1 to include the feature(s) of

claim 4. Thus, Applicants respectfully submits that claims 1-3 and 5-7 are in condition for 


Applicants have also made a minor clarifying revision to claim 5. Specifically, 
Applicants have replaced the term ^Vouchers" with "media" to provide a proper antecedent basis.
